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MINUTES OF THE CI-TY COUNCIL

Regular Meeting

August IS, 19̂ 9

The meeting was called to order with Mayor Class presiding:

Roll Call:

The minutes of the previous meeting were read, and upon notion, duly seconde
were approved*

Mayor Glass "brought up the following ordinance for its second reading:

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING TOR THE EXTENSION OF
CERTAIN BOUNDARY, LIMITS OF THE CITY OF AUS-
TIN AND THE ANNEXATION OF CERTAIN ADDITIONAL
TERRITORY CONSISTING OF FIVE AND SEVENTEEN
ONB-HUNDHBDTHS (5.1?) ACHES OF LAND, SAME BE-
ING OUT OF THE HENRY P. HILL LEAGUE WITHIN
TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS, WHICH SAID ADDITIONAL
TERRITORY LIES ADJACENT TO AND ADJOINS THE
PRESENT BOUNDARY LIMITS OF THE CITY OF AUS-

. TIN, IN THE PARTICULARS STATED IN THE ORDINANCE.

The ordinance was read the second time, and Councilman Drake moved that it
"be passed to the third reading. The motion, duly seconded, carried by the fol-
lowing vote:

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A young man, not stating his name, appeared before the Council for a City
permit to stencil house numbers on the curbs. He was informed this was to be
taken up direct with the property owners, and that the City did not issue permits
for this type of vork.

MR. CAM. HARDIN, JR. , appeared before the Council regarding a tract of land
to be selected for POLIO, INC., as they did not want to place Polio, Incorporated
in any section where it was bitterly opposed, but did ask that some other tract
of land for its location be considered. The Council stated it would try to
find a suitable place and have something definite by the following meeting of
the Council on August 35, 19̂ 9*

MRS. G. J. PALMER and HOMER RILE? appeared before the Council with a petitio:
signed by approximately 115 citizens, and reading as follows:

"We, the undersigned residents of Austin, with homes located along
the banks of or near the open drainage ditch which heads near Camp
Habry and meanders in a southerly direction along the west side of
the Missouri Pacific Railroad right-of-way respectfully represent*
to the Council, that such drainage ditch, dry creek or open sewer
has become a nuisance, and a menace to the health of our community.

ditch does not drain property and serves as a breeding place for
mosquitoes and insects to such an extent as to seriously endanger the
health of those who live near by.

"During many months of the year this open sewer or ditch contains
numerous pools of green, stagnant and contaminated water or sewerage.

"We would further call your attention to the fact that many small
children are accustomed to playing in and around this ditch and are
exposed to the harmful effects of the scum and filth contained therein.

We respectfully request that the City Council take steps either to
rock in this ditch or to encase it as a storm sewer, and properly
grade it so that sewerage and stagnant water may not collect in same"

After quite a discussion, it was brought out that all of this was on private
property, and the City could not go in there without easements. The City was
trying to work out something in that area at a nearby location, but was unable to
obtain easements. The City Manager stated this was on privately-owned property,
and no city in the world could have enough money to put these creeks under ground
tvat it might be that the City, in view of the fact this covered a large area of
drainage, might be able to finance a part of the correction, but not all of It;
that the property owners would have to pay a part. It was decided that several
estimates be drawn on different ways this might be corrected and see if the
property owners, Engineering Department and City could work something out.

JAMBS HAWKINS (Colored) came before the Council requesting permission to
drive a taxi-cab. He was eighteen years of age and not a veteran. The Council
explained the ordinance provided that a driver must be 21 years of age to drive
a cab.

WHEREAS, it appears that there exists in the City of Austin a need for such
low-rent public housing at rents within the means of low-income families, es-
pecially families of living or deceased veterans and servicemen, which need $s
not being met by private enterprise; and

WHEREAS, such a condition constitutes a menace to the health, safety,
morals and welfare of the inhabitants of the City;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF TEE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the City Council of the City of Austin does hereby approve the Applica-
tion of the Housing Authority of the City of Austin to the Public Housing Adminis-
tration for a Preliminary Loan in an amount not to exceed $15̂ iOOO.OO, to cover
the costs of surveys and planning in connection with the development of not to
exceed approximately 520 units of low-rent public housing in the City of Austin;
and does hereby declare its intent, if the need is determined to exist, to enter
hereafter into an agreement with said Housing Authority for the local cooperation
by the City.in the provision of said low-rent public housing which may be require*
by the Public Housing Administration pursuant to the United States Housing Act
of- 1937, as amended.

WHEREAS, Southern Union G-as Company has presented to the City Council tenta-
tive maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in the
streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been
considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to lay
and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:
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(1) A 9* * 6' x 71 gas regulator pit in EAST 20j STREET, the
centerline of the 9-foot axis to be S feet east of the east line
of Oldham Street, and the certerline of the 6-foot axis to be 6
feet north of the south line of EAST 20j STREET,

(2) A 91 x 6' x 7! gas regulator pit in EAST 31ST STHEST, the
centerline of the 9-foot axis to be 17 feet east of the east line
of Bast Avenue, end the centerline of the 6-foot axis to be 5.5
feet north of the south line of EAST J1ST

(3) A 91 x 61 x 71 gas regulator pit in H&WTHORH STREET, the
centerline of the 9-foot axis to be 10*5 feet east of the east
line of East Avenue and the centerline of the 6-foot axis to be
10 feet north of the south line of Hawthorn Street*

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the Gity of
Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other un-
derground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that
the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater
depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union Gas Corapan/
requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or working points
from which .to base the location of their assignments, they shall apply to the
Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such information
is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upon notice that they
will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of 8ny underground
utility damaged during the construction of liffis named in this resolution.

A53) THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must
be used at intervals during the course of back filling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in the
streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains
have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager,
and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchises grant*
to said company by the City of Austin.

COUNCILMAN LONG stated she had numerous complaints about the airplanes buzz!
over the City, and inquired as to what the City could do. The City Manager
stated to advise the citizens to report their numbers if they could obtain them,
to the C, A. A. Inspector at the Airport, or identify the plane if possible, and
that the C. A. A. is very strict and will either ground the plane or revoke the
pilot's license.

The Council received the following letter from W. VT, Bennett, Bennett Boat
Docks, dated August 17 ,

"In compliance with Mr. O'Qoinn'e request, I hereby make application
for a change in the city ordinance which prohibits building docks more
than 50 feet from the bank; it was requested that I furnish plans etc
and other data to justify what I am proposing to do, In this connection
I wish to advise as follows;
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"Mr. Max Starke and others have suggested that I plan some changes
In the plan I had In mind; in accordance with these suggestions I am
making some changes and hare not as yet "been a"ble to have drawings
made. For this reason, I ask'that you defer consideration of this
matter until I can get these changes made and confer with Mr. Starke.
I trust that this will meet with your approval. As soon as I can com-
plete this for your approval I shall do so.
